An overnight trip 
from Washington brought the chief 
executive and his wife into North- 
ampton early this morning. From 
the train they went directly to Old 
Memorial Hall, where election 
booths had been erected. 

A large crowd awaited the spe- 
cial train at the station and an 
even larger One had gathered out- 
side the hall. Applause and flag 
waving greeted Mr. and Mrs. Cool- 
idge at both places. 


Mr. Coolidge, dressed in a frock 
coat and wearing a silk hat, and 
Mrs. Coolidge at his side, respond- 
ed with smiles and waves to the 
demonstration as he quickly and 
lightly climbed the stéps to the 
hall. 

Inside long lines of voters await- 
ed their turn to enter the booths. 
More hand-clapping greeted the 
executive and his wife as they 
were checked off the registration 
lists. President and Mrs. Coolidge 
were photographed dropping their 
votes into the box. 

From the hall Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge drove to their old home in 
Massasoit street, where they super- 
vised the storing of about 40 boxes 
and barrels containing personal ef- 
fects from the White House which 
had arrived on the same train. 
This was the first shipment of Mr. 
Coolidge’s personal property which 
Mrs. Coolidge has already begun 
packing in Washington in readi- 
ness for the move March 4.

Ascendancy of Peasants’ Party 
May Cost Boy King His Crown, 
Observers Think.

Cabinet, which has been in office 
since July 23, 1926, resigned in & 
body today afte: four radical So< 
cialist Ministers had offered their 


resignations. 
The radicals who quit were Al« 
bert Sarraut, Minister of Interior; 


Edouard Herriot, Minister of Edu< 
cation; Henri Queille, Minister of 


Agriculture, and Leon Perrier, 
Minister of Colonies. 


The radicals announceé their 
party’s program made continued 
collaboration with the National 
Union Cabinet impossible. 

The public learned that thd 
ministerial crisis’ had come when 
the four radical ministers failed tv 
appear at the Cabinet meeting. It 
was then learned that Herriot had 
called on the Premier and had 
presented his resignation. 

A prolonged discussion, pre< 
sided over by President Doumer-. 
gue, was then opened with a view 
to determining whether reorgant- — 
zation of the present Cabinet was _ 
possible. Poincare declared that | 
under no circumstances could ners 
allow any of his Ministers to de<« 
part without a collective resigna< — 
tion. 

Bourse Trading Affected. 

News of the Cabinet's resigna-. 
tion caused a great impression o23 
the bourse, which already had bee 
come weak yesterday on the sup- 
position that the recent decision of 
the radical party meant an evente- 
ful break in the Government. Bank 
of France shares dropped 1000 
francs from 21,600 on early trad- 
ing and other issues showed a core 
responding decline. 

There was still a tendency ia - 
financial and  potitical circles, 
however, to suppose that Poincare 
would dominate the situation, 
while there was a good deal of 
skepticism as to whether the radé« 
icals would really take the respone- 
sibility of a ministerial crisis be- 
fore the stabilized franc was more | 
firmly entrenched. 

When the resignation became 
known the majority of observers 
were inclined to expect that Pres- 
ident Doumetgue would insist on 
Poincare’s forming another Cabe 
inet. There was also talk of Bri- 
and, Herriot, Painleve or Tardieu 
in case Poincare insisted on retire 
ing. 

The Cabinet went down princi« 
pally because of the desire of thd 
radicals to reorganize the old bioc 
of the left and to return to power 
with the support of the Socialists, 
The immediate reasons for an ase 
sault on the Government were ine. - 
creased appropriations for nation- 
al defense, a proposal to allow 
Jesuit missionary congregations te 
return to France and a conflict 
between the Premier and the 
Finance Committee of the Chame 
ber of Deputies over the budget.

The final blow that exhausted 
the Premier’s patience was a reso<- 
lution adopted by the radical con< 
vention declaring that the party 
program could be carried out only 
by a union of parties of the ieft, 
and that the National Union was 
tinable to accomplish the reforms 
which the party had decided upon. — 
This resolution was put through , 
the convention by surprise after 
most of the delegates had left the 
hall. Herriot, Sarraut, Pierriery 
Queuille, who had opposed such 
action, placed in the presence of 
this accomplished fact, decided 
that they could not resist. 

Poincare’s letter of resignation 
to President Doumerge reads: 

“I have just received from my 
colleagues, Messrs. Albert Sarraut, 
Herriot, Queuille end Perrier, the 
letter of resignation attached. With 
the intent of continuing my col- 
laboration which I believe useful 
for the public good, I have for long 
said to all members of the Cabinet 
that, if one of them withdrew, [ 
would feel obliged to present our 
collective resignation. I have, 
therefore, the honor to give it to

A* IF anticipating Gov. Smith’s defeat 
for the presidency, both the New York 
Times and the New York World have seem>- 
ingly forecast for him in the future a role 
ef opposition leadership based mainly on 
his strength in America’s ur centers. The 
Times refers to him as “the idol of city : 
throngs.” The World has a vision of Gov. 
Smith eventually opening the gates of po- 
itical power in this country to the inhabi- 
tants of the great cities and thus ex- 
tinguishing “‘the latent and potential sus- 
picion of millions of Americans that they 
are stepchildren in the house of their 
father.” 

In early discussion of Gov. Smith's can- 
didacy, then forecast as a strong probabil- 
ity, the hope was expressed by more than 
one writer that he would smash the old 
party alignment and open the way to a new 
distribution of the strength of the major 
parties. The disruptive effect of the Smith 
candidacy on the solid South was counted 
on and also his strength in our North At- 
lantic states was borne in mind. The con- 
ditions, it was felt, might be ripe for a re- 
orientation of the political forces which pe- 
riodically struggle for the control of Gov- 
ernment in this country. 
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If Gov. Smith's campaign should have 


results so far-reaching as that to its credit, 
even his defeat would be a major event in

I did not confine my public 
speaking in the State of New York 
ito election periods. During ses- 
lsions of the Legislature and in

of this method was apparent on 
election day in 1927 when there 
,were no candidates for state w'de

State Constitution. 

In previous years the result of 
the vote on constitutional amend- 
ments was not knowf until weeks 
after election. There was not suf- 
ficient interest in them for the Sec- 
retary of State to make a tabula- 
tion of the figures. 

Awakened Interest of State. 

Last election day I favored seven 
amendments to the Constitution 
and opposed one. The seven were 
adopted by the people of the State 
and the one overwhelmingly de- 
feated. Men, women and even the 
children in our public schools knew 
exactly what was in every proposed 
amendment to the Constitution, 
why it was proposed and what was 
sought to be done about it. Thatis 
iny idea of executive leadership. 

For years and years the people 
of my State knew nothing about 
‘he government except what they 
got from government § statistics, 
which at best are involved and not 
opderstandable to the ord:nary man 
and woman. 

I awakened a great interest in 
the State of New York by. my 
treatment of the government itself. 
I divided it into two branches, the 
business side and the human side, 
for government .fust have a hu- 
man side as well as a business side. 

Nearly every co-structive reform 
in government under our American 
system’ must be accomplished by 
law. That means that the man in 
an executive position must possess 
the traits and qualities of leader- 
ship that make it possible for him 
to ret along with people.

Carried Up by Estates of Naval Of- 
ficers Who.Lost Lives. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — The 
disaster in which Submarine 8-51 
was sunk after collision with the 
City of Rome in Long Island 
Sound, has reached the Supreme 
Court in three suits brought against 
the United States by estates of na- 
val officers who lost their lives. It 
was alleged the Government was 
guilty of negligence in not having 
proper running lights, whistles and 
other equipment. 

The suits are for $100,000 each, 
brought by Godye M. Dobson, ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of R. H. 
Dobson, Tempa Russell Egbert, ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of E. W. 
Egbert, and Lawrence B. Haselden, 
executor for J. D. Haselden Jr. The 
United States District Court dis- 
missed the suits for lack of juris- 
diction and was sustained by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
held that, while a recent law per- 
mitted suits against the United 
States arising out of collisions in 
which Government vessels were in- 
volved, the estates of the naval of- 
ficers could not maintain the suits 
because they were amply pro- 
vided for under the pension systen.
